■ OiH' List point: In thousands of instances (though not In all) the Poet 
OWre Ixpartmi-nt requlren the railroads to carry the mails bnck and forth 
liMwi'i n rnllroail fltatlons anil post offlces. but pays them noiliing (or tbie 
extra service beyond t^o rates covering the rail transportation. The rail*

"Nov for the remedies the railroads ask: They do aot aak to bare tba 
malli weighed daily, or to have each shipment weighed and paid tor sep- 
arately, as ia done in the case of private shlppera. Tbey merely ask to 
have the malla weighed, and the pay ot the raUroada adjusted, at least once 
a year, instead of once in four years They also ask that apartment poat 
(.ffli I- earn be paid for. at reasonntile rates, acconllng to size. Lastly, tb«]r 
ask that the Poet Office Iwpartment ci asi- to rerjiiire of ihe.ii free mesBcnger 
senice between stations and liost ofTii in. an i either relieve thi'm of this 
serrice or pay fairly fur it.
